New York Probably Demo- 
cratic by a Small Majority. 


The Result in Virginia Somewhat 
in Doubt. 


Democratic Gains in New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Wisconsin— 
Latest Returns. 


New York. 

NEW YORK, November 9 —Total city vote: For 
Secretary of State, Purcell, Democrat, 89,583; 
Carr, Republican, 53,056. State Treasurer, 
Maxwell, Democrat, 89,9'8; Huested, Repub- 
lican, 47,030. Flowers’ majority over Astorfor 
Congress is 2,600 at least. 

The Sun’s estimate is that the State is Dem- 
ocratic by 10,000 majority. Eighteen Demo 
cratic Senators are elected and fourteen Re- 
publican Senators are elected; 67 Democratic 
Assemblymen are elected and 61 Republican 
Assemblymen are elected. 

The Times says: An unusually light vote was 
polled in this State yesterday. Outside of the 
large cities the returns thus far received show 
the Republican State ticket, with the exception 
of Huested tor Treasurer, is elected by a small 
majoritv—probably not more than 6,000 or 
8,000. The result as regards the Legi:lature is 
in doubt, latest returns indicating that the 
Senate isatie audthat the Assembly stands 
sixty-five Republicans to sixty-thiee Demo- 
erats.

A Man Falls Kighteen Hundred Feet. 
From the Leadville (Col.) Democrate 
Last Wednesday there occurred on Slate 


| Mountain, near Ashcroft, ove of those ghast- 


ly accidents that make men _ realize how ter- 
rible are the perils that environ the pathway 
of the fortune-bunter in these great moun- 
teins. A young mannamed J. M. Zern, who 
bas been prospecting and contracting around 
Asheroftfor some time past, had, in connec- 
tion with another man, a contract torunina 
tunnel] on a claim very near the summit of 
Slate Mountain. Theclaim is known as the 
Shamokin lode. They had nearly completed 
the contract, and Zern was making his 
preparations to get out of the country for the 
winter. Thetrail leading from the caoin 
occupied by the two contractors to the 
claim winds its sinuous and perilous way 
along the steep slope of Slite Mountain, fre- 
quently zig-zagging to avoid the ledges and 
ease the grade. But there is one place far 
up toward the suramit where the slope is al- 
most perpendicular for quite a distance, and 
under the best conditions travel at that spot 
is perilous. The trail, about eighteen inches 
wide, is cut out of the mountain side, and it 
would make a tenderfoot’s hair stand on end 
to look down. The chances are that he 
would **coon it” along that particular spot. 
There has been a crust of snow several inches 
thick on and near thesummit of Slate Moun- 
tain for a week or more past, and the cold 
nights bave frozen the snow where it has 
been pressed down along the trail until it is 
as slippery ‘as glass.

nearest dock and throw himself iuto the river. 
When I say crook I mean the latest thing out 
incanes. Itissimilarinshape tothe curved- 
handie stick which has always been in vogue 
but generally carried by oldgentlemen. There 
are two styles—the shepherd’s crook, shaped 
like a fish-hook, and the Zulu crook, a plain 
curved handie. Both styles originated on the 
other side, as do most of the fashions in canes. 
The Zulu is from Paris and the shepherd from 
London. They were introduced there last 
spring and took the plaee of the crutch, which 
was so popular lastyear. These newstyles are 
made from natural woods with handles, and 
yet there are a great many made with chamois 
or buffzlo horn bandles. When I was a young 
man a whalebone cane was the proper thing, 
and since then there have been the agate- 
topped Malacca, the bamboo and barked sticks 
of different shapes. The makers here get 
woods from all over the world, the most ex- 
pensive being the Malacca, which comes 
from the swamps in the Straits of Malacca, 
and the leopard wood, ojive and snake wood 
from Africa. America can supply the wants 
of the world for pretty barked wood.. For 
canes the ash plant, very popular among 
Englishmen, comes from Great Britain, where 
itis cultivated to a great extent for cane use 
alone. When used asa walking-stick it is 
never varnished, but carried just as it was 
pulled. The fancy woods (such as Malacca, 
Penang aud Waukee bam'oos) are generally 
mounted in gold or silver with hammered 
beads and often cost as much as 330.” 

‘*Does the change in the styles of canes ac- 
count for the change in the manner of carry- 
ing them ?’’ 

“The way of carrying a cane certainly is 
changed every year by some young men, as 
vou will easily see by a walk along Fifth ave- 
nue any afternoon. Last year the fashion 
was to walk with aspringy gait, with bent 
knees, and arms akimbo as far forward as 
possible, and the cane was held between one 
finger and thumb correctly balanced, so as to 
swing gracefully. Ob, it was very pretty. The 
latest thing, however, introduced is still 
prettier.

A Terrible Sea Experience. 
New London (Conn.) Special Dispatch, Nov. 7. 


Capt. Sanford S. Miner, of the whaling 
schooner Delia Hedgkins, lost off the Massa- 
chusetts coast, arrived here this evening. He 
says that the entire voyage was pleasan* until 
last Friday. When about four miles from 
Pollock’s Rip lighthouse, at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, he encountered a very dense fog. 
While it was so thick that no _ indications of 
an approaching storm could discerned, a 
sudden squall struck them forward and cap- 
sized the schooner. The crew, numbering 
fifteen, Were thrown overboard. They cliam- 
bered up on the side ofthe vessel and remain- 
edthere until the gale subsided somewhat. 
Then they got the boat out from under the 
rigging, stopped up the holes which had been 
stove in her, and, getting in, pulled toward 
the lightship. They made some progress, 
but the wind veered and they were obliged 
to row hard all day to maintain their 
position. Just after Jark the men began to 
fail back exhausted, one by one, until nine 
lay in the bottom ofthe boat. The lack of 
food and the strain upon physical and mental 
forces had been so intense that reason gave 
way, and many of them mumbled idiotically 
while writhing about in the boat and clutch- 
ing the gunwales spasmodically. About 
midnight the first man died, and one by one 
tive passed away. Astley died they were 
thrown overboard, although the pangs of 
hunger were so strong thatit was suggested 
to cut up the bodies and eat them. This in- 
clination was resisted, however.

Why Ireland Wears the Green. 
Fromthe London Truth, October 27. 

Tn your note on the Order of St. Patrick in 

vesterday’s issue of your paper you suggest 
that the existing blue ribbon should be 
changed for a green one, on the ground that 
such an alteration would be well received by 
Irishmen. Will vou allow me to point out 
tnat this suggestion arlses from a totally un- 
founded, though very common, belief that 
green is the national color of Ireland? The 
truth, however, is that green was never 
heard of as a national or party color till 1738, 
when the United Irishmen accepted it for the 
following reason: The ancient flag of Lreland 
was a golden harp on a dark blue ground, as 
now depicted or emblazoned in the Irish 
quarter, the third, of the Royal Standard,and 
the revolutionary leaders being anxious to 
unite together ail classes of Lrishmen, being 
in that respect the exact converse of the 
present agitators, and to join the Orangemea 
to the rest of their fellow-countrymen, 
adopted green as their distinguishing color, 
which is of course produced by mixing to- 
gether gold and blue.

Over the side went 
the stow-away, lifted upon the surf like a 
cork: over the side went the Captain, trust- 
ing, like the good brave fellow that he was, to 
his strength, enfeebled with long watching 
and anxiety.

The boatswain, struggling for 
his own life, caught at the Captain, who was 
still making headway, and both went down, 
never to be seen again, while the little stow- 
away, With the good Captain’s life-belt about 
his waist, was flung upon the Welsh coast, 
battered about, but alive to tell the story of 
his strange fate and his kind friend’s hero- 
ls Jyh). 


A Mate Tried for Profanity at Sea. 
From the San Francisco Bulletin, Octover 17, 
The jury failed to agree in the case of Henry 
-outherwood, second mate of the ship Fanny

THE VENICE OF TO-DAY. 
Not a Pleasant Picture of Sordid Patri- 


cians and Gondoliers. " 


Venice Letter to London News. 


Perhaps the most unpromijsing citizens of 


Venice are the descendants of the old patri- 
cians. Although there are many rich men 
here, they are mostly ‘‘novi homines,’”’ the 
most wealthy being one Papadopoli, who is 
of Greek origin, as his name imports, and 
whose grandfather was an oil merchant. The 
representatives of the Merovinis,the Falieros, 
the Faliers, the Contarinis and of many other 
families whose names appear in the Libro 
d’Oro, still vegetate in their old family pal- 
aces, but their income isfrom two to three 
hundred perannum. Others, like the Bevil- 
aguas. have converted themselves into lodz- 
ing-house keepers, while others, like the Da 
Mulas, who were once sorich that a law was 
passed in the days of the republic forbidding 


them to buy more houses and palaces, 
are next door to paupers. But 
what the Venetian patrician of 
to-day wants in cash he makes 


up for in pride. The. stock in trade of 
the head ofthe family consists in a vast 
palace in Venice and of a small estate on the 
mainland that brings in about £300 per an- 
num. Inthe palace the entire family—sons 
and daughters—live, and only the eldest of 
the former marries. The estate is let out to 
peasants on the metager system. From 
March to June the family reside there; from 
Jube to August they remainin Venice; then 
they go again to the estate until the com- 
mencement of the new year, and remain 
in Venice until the ensuing March. This ro- 
tationthey go through year after year with 
the regularity of clockwork. Their country 
homes are almost unfurnished. In their 
town paiaces they have one or two rooms 
decentiy furnished, where they receive 
visitors. Their food they manage usually to 
screw out of their peasants or obtain it from 
a few acres that they farm themselves. Their 
main expenditure ts a gondola, and 
the gondoliers do the work of the house when 
they are not rowing. Avarice—that oid gen- 
tlemanly vice—is their one sole enjoyment. 
No matter how small their income may be, 
they manage to hoard a portion of it. To such 
an extend is this passion carried that when 
they receive their friends on their weekly 
reception day—and each has one—the lady of 
the house rings the beli and orders the gond- 
olier to bring in coffee. He appears with a 
coffee pot and cups. The hostess§waves her 
hand and says, **No one will take coffee,.”’? on 
which the guests bow, for they know from 
their own experience at home that this coffee 
isa mere complimentary expression, there 
being neither coffee in the pot nor sugar in 
the bowl. Beyond this the hospitality of a 
Venetian patrician never goes. If, however, 
aby stranger establishes himself here and asks 
the nobies to dinner they will gorge them- 
selves like camels preparing for a voyage 
across the Desert of Sabara. 

A Venetian lady used to be gallant in her 
youth and devoutin her old age. She is now 
neitber the one northe other. In education 
she is inferior toa German or English char- 
ity-school girlk Any one whoreads a news- 
paper once a week is spoken of as una donna 
molta colta. She is perhaps the most invet- 
erate gossip onthe face of the giobe. Her 
tongue Wags eternally, and can only wag 
about the small talk of her native town, for 
all beyond itis an unknown world to her. 
Every afternoon she goes tothe reception of 
a friend when she is not herself receiving. 
At these receptions there are twenty or thirty 
women and one or two stray men. Each 
fresh arrivalis handed round to be kissed 


by all the ladies, and when a visitor 
goes those who remain pick her 
to pieces as crows co carrion. 


Strangers—and in this they include even Ital- 
ians who are not Venetians—they regard with 
distrust and dislike. They are by way of 
being on friendly terms withthem,but behind 
their backs they sneer and jeer atthem. No 
matter how long they may nave resided here, 
the jine of demarcation is kept up. As the 
Venetian ladies talk patois among themselves, 
and as many of them are unable to talk any- 
thing else, they never get overa feeling of 
awkwardness and constraint with those 
whose language is pure Italian. When not 
either at home or visiting the ladies are 
seated on the Piazzaof St. Mare, where they 
meet the men of their acquaintance and 
interchange notes,

The city is being torn upside-down in an 
effort to suppress gambling.

The thievish shysters who cluster there and 
bring disgrace upon our temples of justice 
must be driven out he first great duty of 
society 1s self-protection. Order and security 
are necessary, at whatever cost. We kil! mad 
dogs for the protection of the community and 
we must kill human mad dogs for the same 
reason. A Committee of Safety must be 
organized at once to employ able attorneys to 
assist in the prosecution of murderers, to 
collect testimony, to war upon the shysters 
and generally uphold the courts in the ad- 
ministration of justice. There is no need of 
mob violence—certainly not as vet. A stern, 
unyielding determination upon the part of 
our citizens to have the law enforced against 
the slayers of men will put a stop to this 
reign of bloodshed. There must be an end 
to the supineness and indifference upon the 
partof our citizens. Let the vicious, coward- 
ly hoodiums who kill know that the citizens 
of St. Louis are determined to have some 
hanging done here, and they will not be so 
prompt to draw their murderous weapons 
when crossed. 

A public meeting should be caliled at once, 
funds should be raised, a Committee of Safe- 
ty appointed anda Declaration of Hostility 
to Crime signed by all the earnest, active, 
law-abiding tax-payers of the city. If this is 
done the criminal classes will understand 
whatis in store for them and will govern 
themselves accordingly. The PostT-DIs- 
PATCH is ready forthe work of purification 
and reform and if the press will only make 
an united effort in the direction suggested 
murder can soon be made odiousin St. Louis.

Interview on the Subject With the As- 
sistant Treasurer Here. 


‘‘No mutilated coin received here!’’ This 
announcement meets the eye inevery direc- 
tion, more particularly in the drug and fancy 
retail stores down town, and at all places in 
the suburbs where payments are made in coin 
for small purchases. The adoption of such a 
rule is to be traced to the recent intimation of 
the Treasury Department, made public through 
the columns of the POST- DISPATCH a few days 
since. The secretary of the national exchequer 


has clearly and positively defined the rule 
which applie sto defaced coinand tne As- 
sistant Treasurers all over the country are 
strictly adhering tothe line, whith admits of 
no deviation whatever. Instructions from 
headquarters sometimes give a marginal direc- 
tion to chiefs of departments, but in the case 
of the Treasury on the subject of coin mutila- 
tion there is but one cOnstruction of tne order 


governing the Sub-Treasury officers, 
and its rigid entorcement has‘ fled 
to the announcement above, which 


storekeepers find necessary in protection of 
their till interests. Not verylong since some 
of the bank cashiersin this city expressed the 
opinion that the Sub-Treasury Department was 
a little too exacting in regard tothe receipt ot 
coin, and the Assistant Treasurer was criticised 
for turning back 
DEFACED COIN 

from the daily deposits made by the banks. 
Its rejection, however, has not only been sus- 


tained by the department at  head- 
quarters, but the Sub-Treasurer has 
been notitied that, notwithstanding 


the careful scrutiny exercised here, about 
$100 worth of defaced coin of a recent ship 
ment was tound and rejected. A Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter gathered this information 
irom Gen. ELKdwards, who expressed some sat- 
isfuction at the operation of the departmental 
tule. ‘‘Now,tbe banks an‘ all depositors here,’’ 
said the Sub-Treasurer, ‘‘ will understand that 
coin to —< rejection must be in perfect 
conditiop. It should not have any mark at all 
uponit, and holes or niches cut in it are 
ot course fatalobjections. We ought not to 
receive any coin that is defaced by evena 
seratch. Ofadeposit made to-day, forin- 
stance, by the State Savinys Association,so:ne 
few pieces of mutilated coin were discovered, 
and scarcely a day passes that we do not 
throw out trom twenty to thirty dollars of 
coin defaced in some way. Every piece is 
earetully exumined over the counter, 
Dut sometimes marked coin will 
nevertheless escape observation here. At 
headquarters, with the large staff and facali- 
ties for close scrutiny at hand, coin is carefully 
examined and weighed, and if mutilated coia 
is found in a shipment the Sub-Treasurers verv 
soon near of it. The banks have found that 
the rule is strictly carried out, and conse- 
quently it is operating through all the channels 
of trade and commerce, wholesale and retail. 
RECEIVING TELLERS 
tuin out every piece of coinfthat is marked 
or punched, and the banks’ customers 
find that they can only get rid of marked 
money through brokers, who dispose of it at 
bullion rates. <Assoon as the general public 
thorougbly understand that coin is not good 
and acceptable tender when marked or de- 
taced in any way the practice of chipping and 
cutting as well as inarking will gradually die 
out. Itisdifiicult to assign a inotive for all 
the fanciful marking and opliteration of coin. 
When pieces are chipped out or 
holes punched it may be traced 
to frand in the greater number of in- 
stances. Holes are punched in half-dollars 
and quarters sometimes, bowever, tor luck 
and souvenir offerings and for neck append- 
ages forchildren. These frequently find their 
way back again into general circulation. Sa- 
loons, small groceries and dry goods stores 
get quantities of mutilated coin in that way. 
Since the ‘no mutilated coin’’ edict went 
forth from downtown stores some saloon: keep- 
ers have exhibited a counter-announcement; 
‘Mutilated coin received here.’ They draw 
a certain custom from this and pass the money 
through a broker for bullion. Every scratch 
onacoin is an indentation and affects its 
weightin bulk. The pocket wear and tear of 
coin will reduce its value in bulk. but wear ana 
tear is not necessiily stamped by defacement 
or mutilation; thereisa wide distinction in 
that respect. 
HALVES AND QUARTERS 

are chiefiy selected for mutilation, but dimes 
are marked andcutto a considerable extent- 
The labor of scrutiny Over the 
counter in small coin, as you may suppose, is 
very great. In the days of fractional currency 
this labor was diminished. The marks upon 
coins are of every conceivable form, some very 
fantastic; thereare all kinds of curious de- 
signs, crosses, letters, figures and monograms. 
The cuttings areinevery form, in some in- 
stances extending acrossthe coin and in others 


chipped from one side near the edge. 
The deposit of coin here at 
this time amounts to $1,300,000. 


We have half that sum inthe vault here at the 
office und palf in the vaults below the Safe 
Deposit Company’s office, on Locust street. 
Some day we may get into the new Custom- 
house; itis hardto say when, but I am en.-. 
couraged to believe that within two 
years the new Government building 
will be occupied. I leased these oftice quarters 
tor two years withthe privilege of renewal or 
withdrawal the second yeurupon sixty days, 
notice. Itis perhaps worthy of note that 
counterfeit coin is notin very active cireula- 
tion bere at this time. The percentage of 
spurious coin brought to the surtacein scrutiny 
atthis oftice is much reduced. ‘There are 
some counterfeit dollarsin circulation which 
reach thi» counter occasionally, but not to any 
greatextent. The notices asto the mutilated 
eoin cannot be too prominently placed before 
the public.’’ 


ELEVATOR ACCIDENT, 


Mr L, M. Rumsey Seriously Injured at Cur- 
tis’ Saw Works, 


At noon to-day the 1e@)ort was circulated on 
‘Change that Mr. L. M. Rumsey had fallen 
through the hatchway of the elevator of his 
storeon North Second street and -had been 
dashed to pieces. 

A reporter immediately hurried to the place 
and found the gentleman stretched on a mat- 
tress in the store atsl2 North Second street, 
with bloody bandages about his head and ap- 
parently insensible. Dr. Nidelet was bending 
over him. Inanswertoa question the physi- 
cian said that Mr. Rumsey was not dead, 
and that he Loped he would not 


die, although he had not yet ascertained just 
how serious were his injuries. The accident, 
which did not occurinthe store at all, hap- 
pened in a very curious way. About 11 o’clocl? 
this morning Mr. Rumsey had occasion to go 
tothe pattern-shop inthe rear of Curtis & Co.’s 
saw works, situated across the way from his 
place of business. 

lie started through a passage which leads 
through the saw works tothe rear, and into 
which a heavy elevator for hauling machinery 


descends. As he was passing under the eleva- 
tor it began to descend, Ile 
attempted to rush through, and 
had all but emerged, when the 


heavy platform Caught him on the back of the 
head, inflicting a terrible gash nearly four 
inches in length, and very deep. Mr. Rumsey 
tell, and was soon afterwards picked up insen- 
sible and carried across the street to his store. 

Dr. Nidelet was called, and after a cursory 
examination, an ambulance was telegraphed 
for and Mr. Rumsey was taken to his residence 
on Beaumont and Morgan streets. Dr. Nide- 
let went out to the residence to complete his 
examination, and Dr. Hodgen was sum- 
mond to meet him fat the phouse. 
The injury to the head is very painful, but not 
dangerous. Itis feared, however, that the 
Spinal column is injured, and in that case the 


injuries will be extremely dangerous. 
Before he teit the store Mr. Rumsey com- 
plained of serious pain in the back 
of his neck, which might be a §sign 
of injury to thejspinal column. The news 
of the  Paccident soon spread over 


town, and a large number of friends called to 
inquire about the matter. Mr. Kumsey is 
very well known throughont the country, 
having been engaged in the pulp business 
for many years, and being the senior mem- 
ber of one orthe largest firms of the kind in 
the country. 

Laterin the afternoon, word was received 
from his residence that he was resting quietly, 
andthatthe physicians were very confident 
that be was not seriously injured.

THE RICHMOND HOUSE. 


Depositions Taken in the Cottrell Libel Su't 
To-Day. 


Depositions in the libel suit of R. H. Cottrell 
against the PosT-DISPATCH were taken to-day 
before Notary Paxson. This suit for damages 
grew ont of a publication in this paper in 
which the Richmond House, on Fourth street 
and Christy avenue, run by P. 
H. Cottrell, was included in 


a list of the houses of iil-fame and assignation 
inthis ‘city. The first witness called was 
Chas. Schasf who keeps a saloon beneath 
the Richmond House, but hia testimony was 
rather unimportant. He knew nothing of the 
character of the house. Sergeant 
John Shore was next called and 
swore that he knew the Richmond House, kept 
by Mr. Cottreli,on Fourth ant Christy avenue. 
His duties as sergeant required him - watch 
the ludeging, boarding houses and hotels and 
toreport unusual and disreputable people. 
All classes of people went to the house. He 
knew several women, Mollie Deere, Lizzie 
Long, Kate Wilson, Sallie Clements, 
and other, whose reputation was very bad, and 
who lodged in the house. Several of them had 
previously been inmates of houses of lil-fame. 
He had seen these women come and go from 
the house at all hours of the day and night. 
Sergt. Phil. J. Sheridan was next 
called. He testified that he knew 
Cottrell well, and knew the character of the 
Richmond House; it was very bad. It was 
part of his duty to look after lodging-houses. 
He knew the character of many of the female 
inmates of the house,andit was bad. He had 
seen women enter the house who he 
knew were inmates of houses of ill 
fame. He knew of Maygie Wilson, Mollie 
Deere, —— Clements and a woman called 
‘*Dutchie,’’ all of bad character, livingin the 


house. He knew ofthe Richmond House be- 
ing used as a house of uss:3ignation. 
Tue general character of the house 


was very bad. At the conclusion of Sheridan’s 
testimony arecess was taken for dinner. The 
depositions were begun again at half-past two, 
with Sergeant Sam Boyd on the stand. 


The New York Tenement House Disaster— 
Later. 

NEW YORK, November 9.—As the work of 
clearing away the wreck of the fallen houses 
proceeds the accident swells to the propor 
tions of a terrible calamity. Two houses 
fel]. They were old, built of brick and three 
stories high. The names of the dead and 
wounded, as far as can be learned, are as fol- 
lows: Mr. Hill, who occupied the first floor, 
severely injured. His wife and two children 
ale yetinthe ruins \ woman, believed to be 
Mrs. Hill, was heard speaking underneath the 
ruins. It is hoped that she will be taken 
out alive. Mrs. Bader and two sons 
cccupied the second floor. The mother and 
one son escaped with bruises. The other soa 
Josepb, 34 years old, was severely crushed. 
On the third floor Mrs. Kraub and John hraub 
her son, were killed. ‘This was at 5) Grand 
stiect. 

On the ground floor of 55 Grand street, the 
clothing store of Morris & Solomon, the stock 
was damaged $5,000. On the first tloor Mrs. 
Rudolph was killed. Her busband and four 
children escaped with slight bruises. The sec- 
ond floor was occupied by Mr. Wolff 
and four children. The father and 
mother escaped ; the fate of 
the children is not known. Onthe third floor 
were Mr. Sappbhey, wife and one child. The 
latter was killed, but the parents escaped. 

The loss to No. 53 Grand street is $15,000 and 
No. 55, $10,000. 


Gen. Sheridan's Report. 

CHICAGO, November 9.—Gen. Sheridan’s an- 
nual report concerning the military division 
of theMissouri says: To garrison this entire 
district there are but 14,076 officers and men. 
Neatly allot Sitting Bull’sfriends and adherents 


have surrendered, and this nucleus for mis- 
chiet has been removed. The condition of af- 
fairsinthe Department of Dakota has been 
tavorablethe past year. The Northern Pacitic 
will, in November, open up the Fort Keogh 
grazing and agricultural lands to settlers. In 
the Department of the Platte litgle can be 
done toward driving the White River Utes to 
Uintah agency, but he hopes for a peaceable 
solution of this vexed question at an early date. 
The mining, cattle and agricultural in- 
terests have greatly increased in this section. 
In revard to the Department oft the Missouri he 
advises that if possible consent of the 
Mexican Government be obtained for our 
troops tocross and catch the small band of 


Victorio’s Apache free-booters, who 
have been inadequately punished for 
their murders. He recommends Congressional 


action to keep out intruders from the Indian 
Tenitory, which heretoforeghas been accom- 
plished by the military only. The approach- 
ing completion of the Atchison road, the 
Atlantic and Pacific and the southern 
Pacific are having a great civilizing effect and 
cheapened the -army servicegin that sec- 
tion. The report closes with a commendation 
and special mention of some ofticers and men.

A Warrant Issued for Black 
on the Same Charge. 


Gov. Johnson Will Prosecute Them 
to the Bitter End. 


Startling Exposures Expected From the 
Gambling Investigation. 


The first move in the Police Board investiga. 
tion of the Jobnson charges was made this 
worning by Gov. Johnson, who dropped into 
the oftice of the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
about 10 o’cleck and swore out two warrants 
charging Morgan Boland, ex-Police Commis- 
sioner, and John D. Black with perjury. The 
warrants were at once put into the Sheriff’s 
hands, and officers were sent outto arrest the 
two men. 

It will be remembered that both Boland and 
Black swore out afilidavits, which were pro- 
duced last night, full of damaging charges 
against the Governor,and he denounced them at 
the time as utterly false. The warrants issued 
this morning are the sequel tothe breezy scene 


enacted then. 

A reporter met Gov. Johnson just as he was 
coming out of Mr. Dierkes’ room, and asked 
bim what hethought or the proceedings last 
night. ‘‘Tbeyv acted outrageously,’’ he said. 
‘‘]} am utterly at a loss to understand 
why they took the course they did. Evidently 
they have bet n used unconsciously.’’ 

‘‘The proceedings were certainly rather 
warm.’’ 

‘*‘Warm! The fight bas only been begun. 1 
shallpumish the two aflidavit‘makers first.

CHIEF KENNETT. 

Chief Kennett was found in hig office and 
asked avout the affair Jast night. Me was not 
cisposed to talk abovtthe investigation fur- 
ther than to say thatif there was a popular 
belief that the police were not doing their duty 
to the gamblers it was a mistakenone. ‘‘Asa 
matter of fact every energy of this department 
isnow hard at work making cases against 
these men—cases, too, that will stick. The 
gainblers are entirely in the dark as to our 
plans, but the time tor their eniightenment is 
not far distant. The only way todo auything 
with this vice isto makethe case first and ar- 
rest the offender afterwards. lt we can make 
cases that will stick I will agree to pick up tie 
wan at any time.’’

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THE JAMINET DIVORCE. 


The Daughter Leontine Testifies on the Wit- 
ness Stand This Morning. 


The examination of the plaintiff, Dr. Jaminet, 
in the celebrated divorcee case was concluded 
last evening before Judge Boyle, and upon re- 
suming the trial this morning counsel for the 
Doctor introduced depositions which occupied 


some time in reading. The testimony 
of Mrs. Jaminet was taken before 
a notary in behalf of the Doctor, 


a few days since, btt was not transcribed from 
the short-hand notes, and hence it became 
necessary for Stenographer Walibridge to read 
the evidence off to the court, sitting in the wit- 
ness-chair. After treating of matters concern- 
ing the property the wife’s deposition related 
to the scenes occurring inthe Jaminet house- 
hold when a separation took place under the 
same roof and divorce proceed- 


ings were instituted by the Doctor. 
Mrs. Jaminet testified that she appealed to 
the Doctor for the sake of her child, and said 
thut she loved him, and could not understand 
why he wisbead to bring disgrace and trouble 
over their heads by going into the divorce 
court. The Doctor replied: ‘‘Mary, you have 
been a good wife and housekeeper, but I hate 
you.’’ After the reading of the deposition the 
Doctor’s counsel announced that their side of 
the case was closed. 

The first witness called forthe defense was 
Leontine Marie Jawinet, the little daughter, 
who testified: I was 12 years oldlast January. 
I was present at a fuss at the dinner table be 
tween my father and mother on one occasion. 
Papa struck mamma a back-handed blow. He 
has a great deal of strength in his 
havud. Miss Benkendorf’s name was inen- 
tioned on that occasion and mamma said: 
‘*‘] only say that no young lady has any right 
to entertain a married man.’’ Papa insulted 
mamma by placing his fingers to his nose. 
Mamma after being struck by papa gave him 
a slap across the mouth: it wasavery mild one. 
Papa got down on the floor and sbouted, ‘‘You 
devil!’’ ‘*‘Why don’t you kill me?’’ mamma 
said. ‘‘I wish that there was a maniathe 
house to give you a good whipping, which you 
deserve.’’ 

The young witness, who possesses a remark- 
able degree of intelligence and self-posses- 
sion, interrupted an interposing Objection of 
counsel with the sharp remark: ‘‘I have come 
here to show no favor to anyone and;shali not 
favor my mother any more than my father. 
My dutyis to speak the truth and I under- 
stand that perfectly well.’’ . 

Lecntine fuither testified that after coming 
back from New Orleans with her mother she 
was very sick, but the Doctor neglected her 
und Mrs. Jaminet told the Doctor of it; 
threatening to send after him tothe Benken- 
dorts’ house or else ealt in an another phvsi 


ciun The boctor daredgher to send 
afiel him io the Benkendorfs’. 
At the dinner-table one day the 


Doctor spoketo Leontine concerning a sister 


and asked her whether she would be sur- 
prised to know thatshe hadasister. On an- 
other occasion at supper Leontine 
remarked that Miss Julia Benkendorf 


bad a beautiful diamond ring. The Doctor 
jumped up suadenly and said. ‘‘Why, how 
do you know that?’’ Leontine replied: ‘*] 
saw iton her finger when she was playing a 
piece for me.’’ 

Mrs. Jaminet asked the Doctor why the mat- 
ter concerned bim so much, and he mide no 


answer. Another time the Doctor siid to 
Mrs. Jaminet: ‘What do you _ think of 
a young lady who would stroke 


a gentleman’s whiskers and tell him that he 
wus kandsome?’?’’ Mrs. Jaminet replied that 


it would be a very’ strange i pro- 
ceeding on the. part of a ‘‘lady.’’ 
Leontine noticed that the Doccor 


always useda profuse quantity of perfume 
when he visited Miss Benkendor!, although at 
one time he used to deprecate the sunandering 
ot money on scent and such stuff. The Doetor 
trequently took Miss benkendorft home ia his 
bugyy atter she had given Leontine ner wusie
